Medals  to  commemorate  events  in  the  lives  of  emin- 
ent personages  and  events  in  the  history  of  nations, 
usually  struck  in  gold,  silver,  or  bronze,  are  well- 
known  and  valued  by  collectors  of  numismatic  items. 
They  are  often  the  work  of  accomplished  artists, 
struck  on  thick  planchets  and  in  high  relief.  When 
offered  for  sale  to  the  public,  the  prices  are  usually 
high. 

Of  much  less  numismatic  interest  are  the  thin  brass 
tokens  made  at  Nuremberg  for  reckoning  purposes, 
and  the  thin  brass  pieces,  of  a size  similar  to  that  of  the 
farthings  issued  prior  to  1861,  that  began  to  appear  in 
England  during  the  nineteenth  century  for  use  as  card 
counters.  Many  of  them  were  made  on  the  Continent 
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and  shipped  to  England  where  they  were  sold  in  boxes 
to  card  players.  At  the  same  time,  English  firms  manu- 
factured such  tokens.  Numismatists,  generally,  have 
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passed  the  card  counters  by  as  of  small  interest,  of  no 
artistic  merit,  and  of  small  value. 

In  Victorian  times,  probably  as  early  as  1837,  some 
of  the  brass  counters  appeared  with  designs  that  com- 
memorated the  deaths  of  important  personages  and 
thus  became  poor  relations  of  the  medals  whose  cost 
was  beyond  the  purse  of  the  ordinary  citizen.  This 
paper  attempts  to  produce  a catalogue  of  such  mor- 
tuary tokens,  a catalogue  that  should  not  be  considered 
complete  but  as  a preliminary  list.  These  tokens  are 
known  to  occur  in  metals  other  than  brass,  such  as 
white-metal  and  copper,  and  to  have  plain  and  milled 
edges.  No  attempt  has  been  made  to  separate  such 
varieties  in  this  catalogue.  It  can  be  assumed  for  any 
token  that  metal  and  edge  varieties  may  occur.  Minor 
die  varieties  have  not  been  included. 

Included  as  an  appendix  are  similar  tokens  com- 
memorating the  deaths  of  persons  connected  with 
church  groups  of  the  dissenting  type.  All  of  them  are 
struck  in  white-metal  or  brass  with  the  size  that  of 
the  penny,  considerably  larger  than  the  usual  mortuary 
tokens,  indicating  that  they  should  be  considered 
medals  of  a type  within  the  financial  resources  of  most 
people. 

Brief  biographical  sketches  are  included  for  the  per- 
sonages involved  in  this  study.

At 
the  coronation  of  William  IV,  the  title  merged  with 
the  crown  to  be  revived  for  Albert  Victor  in  1890.

A Correction 

In  the  last  issue  of  Numisma , in  the  article  on  the 
‘‘Franklin  Press  Token,”  the  initials  F.R.N.S.  were 
inadvertently  placed  after  Fred  Pridmore’s  name.  Mr 
Piidmore  is  not  a Fellow  of  the  Royal  Numismatic 
Society,  and  we  regret  any  embarrassment  caused  by 
the  insertion  of  the  initials. 

Also,  in  the  penultimate  paragraph  of  the  same 
article,  the  word  not  was  omitted,  completely  altering 
the  sense.  The  paragraph  should  read:  “Many  of  these 
earlier  ‘pocket  pieces’  were  mutilated  in  some  way  that 
made  them  distinctive.  I believe  that  the  piece  now 
under  discussion  was  one  such  pocket  piece  or  mint 
sport,  and  was  not  a variety  intentionally  produced 
by  the  manufacturer  of  the  Franklin  Press  tokens  upon 
a number  of  Penang  coins.” 
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
